11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The rejections are maintained for the reasons set forth in the previous office action. The examiner asserts that Nguven- 
Thien Nhon clearly teach producing bioprosthetic heart valves wherein the heart valves possess large amounts of elastin 
(column 1 , lines 50-60) and Tasiaux et al. teach treating aortic valves with gallotannic acid. One or fordinarv skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made would have been motivated to optimize the "high elastin content" of Nguven-Thien-Nhon to the at 
least 30% as instantly claimed for the benefit of increased fixation. Furthermore, applicant argues that the overall heart valve 
would not comprise elastin contents of about 30% by weight but has not provided experimental data indicating such. Applicant's 
arguments regarding Yang have also been considered but are not persuasive. Tasiaux clearly teach that the implants may be 
used as any support used to be in contact with biological fluid such as artificial veins and a tissue or body used as an implant 
(pages 18,27 and 31).
